President Says 
He Will Not Ask 
For Authority 


Believes Nation in 
Serious Situation 
By Communist Threat1 


WASHINGTON <IP» — President 
Eisenhower said today he has no 
plan now to ask Congress for au­ 
thority to Intervene in Indochina.

NEW DELHI — IP — The Indian 
Planning Commission 
h a s ap pro v­ 
ed 
a plan 
for 
development 
of 
atomic energy in India during the 
next four years. 
The Indian Atomic E nerg y will 
row build an atomic energ y center 
at T ro mbay, about 15 miles from 
the cente r of Bombay. 
The APR’ is studying the type of 
atomic reactor to be built. A study 
group of the AEC has visited v ari­ 
ous researc h centers in Europe to 
Compare suitable reactors. 
The AEC is now building a pilot 
plant to extra ct uranium from the 
tailings of the Indian Copper Cor­ 
poration’s mines and also to treat 
ores from the co mm is sion’s pros­ 
pecting. 
The AEC is also surveying the 
monazite sands found in Travan- 
core-Cochin for more precise esti­ 
mates of what is available in India.

Today is honor day for Dr Frank 
rn. Wiedemann, 81-year-old native 
of Harrisburg, for 60 years ago to­ 
day, at the age of 21, Dr. Wiede­ 
mann began his practice of modi 
cine in Terre Haute, Ind. 
And tonight, in recognition of 
that sixty years of continuous serv­ 
ice in his chosen profession, Dr. 
Wiedemann s alma mater, the Rush 
Medical school, University of Chi­ 
cago, will honor him at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago Alumni banquet 
being held at the Shoreland hotel, 
Chicago. 
Sixty continuous years of medical 
Mrvice in one particular commu­ 
nity is an outstanding record in 
itself, but Dr. Wiedemann has add­ 
ed to this distinction the feat of 
haying never been absent from his 
office due to illness. Moreover, he 
has been a pioneer in some of the 
present day surgical techniques. 
According to his son, Vir­ 
chow Wehner Wiedemann, the 
veteran doctor is cancelling all 
medical indebtednesses, as of 
today—June IO, 1954, in com- 
memoration of this sixtieth an­ 
niversary. 
Born in Harrisburg, June 29, 
1872, the son of Mr. and Mrs E. 
W. Wiedemann, he was one of five 
children. 
A brother, H. E. W iede­ 
mann,, a chemist in St. Louis, is 
still living, but the parents, two 
sisters— Mrs. C. E. Joyner and Ada 
W iedemann—and a brother, W L 
A. Wiedemann, have passed away. 
Mrs. Charles S. Boicourt. daugh­ 
ter of the late Mrs. Joyner and a 
prominent Harrisburg resident, is 
a niece. Numerous other more dis 
tant relatives also live in this com 
munity. 
Frank Wiedemann grew to man 
hood in Harrisburg, attending the 
East Side school—then the only 
one in the town—through all the 
grades it had to offer. 
Afterwards 
he entered Southern Normal al Car 
bondale with his boyhood chum and 
pal, H. T. Towle Sr.

Also of interest is the fact that 
he. along with three other doctors, 
performed one of the very early 
successful C aesarean operations in 
Indiana. This occurred in 1896 
Dr. Wiedemann's first wife 
bore him three sons, whom 
they named Rudolph, Virchow 
and Theodore.

man died some twenty years 
ago and two of the sons, Ru­ 
dolph and Theodore, have also 
passed away.
